FOR an Amendment to Section IV. Article XI, of the Constitution of the State of Texas, increasing the total tax rate that m ay be levied by Cities and Towns 
ha% mg a population of five thousand or less from one-fourth of one per cent to not exceeding one and one- half per cent of say one year.

Overwhelming Veto Like That of Veer 
Before From Both Sides of 
Political Fence. 


Washington.—Inner circler of both 
polit icfj I par lief. here are greatly In­ 
terested in the results cif a national 
poll on the question of government 
operation among over 5,000 newspa­ 
per 'n! ii ors throughout the country. 
With 8G per cent of these editors, re­ 
gardless of political faith, giving it as 
their impartial opinion that the publlr 
Ie more than ever opposed to the gov­ 
ernment going Into business In com­ 
petition with Ite citizens, observers 
here see little chance that either po­ 
litical party will find it a profitable 
campaign issue. 
In the opinion of party leaders this 
port of a canvass among newspaper 
editor* is the hest possible Index of 
public opinion. 
They recall a similar 
questionnaire sent oat a year ago In 
connection arith the proposition that 
the government take over the rail­ 
roads permanently. 
Replies at that 
time from approximately the same 
number of editors showed 83 per cent 
against' the principle of government 
operation. They recall also that with­ 
in ten days from publication of the 
result of the former questionnaire the 
aOntlroent for return of the railroads 
to their owners had definitely crys­ 
tallized. 
Comparison of present results In de­ 
tail with those of a year ago con­ 
vinces the political student not only 
that these editors have been accurate 
In their Judgment, hut that party con­ 
sderations played no part in form­ 
ing It. 
From Democratic and sup- 
poeedly radical Texas, for example, 
the present questionnaire brought re­ 
plies from editors of 244 papers, only 
three of which are Republican. 
Yet 
the percentage against 
government 
ojeratlon was 92, which is exactly the 
same as that given by 200 editors 
from 
Republican 
Michigan, 
among 
whom were representatives of only 
three 
Democratic 
papers. 
Other 
states that pair percentages sign ifi­ 
cantly are Massachusetts and Nevada, 
with IOO; Connecticut and South Caro­ 
lina, with 97; Maine and West Vir­ 
ginia, with 96; Kentucky and New 
York, with 91; Missouri and Pennsyl­ 
vania, with 89; Ohio and Oklahoma, 
with 87. 
The result of the present poll as to 
government operation in each state 
are graphically shown by the follow­ 
ing chart:
